__ When we clean, every bulb with any signs of disease is thrown out. Then when we 
fill your order, each bulb is again inspected. 


We have found that by so doing our bulbs are free of disease. 
State inspectors told us our field was the cleanest they inspected in 1949. 


All our stock is guaranteed to be healthy, vigorous, free from thrips, and true to 
name. You must be satisfied. If any stock is unsatisfactory, tell us and we will try to 
satisfy you. If you like our bulbs and service, tell your friends.

CUTTING BLOOM 


The gladiolus is essentially a cutflower. Ordinarily the blooms should be cut when 
the first flower opens. When cutting, always leave four to six leaves on the plant to 
mature the bulb. By cutting down between the leaves you can get a good stem and still 
let most of the leaves remain on the plant.

The white glad is probably the most popular of the many shades of glads. We feel 
that our list of white glads gives you a wider range of selection than any other list 
published. 
SIZE OF BULBS 
LARGE size bulbs are one and one-quarter inches in diameter or more. This size 
makes the largest spikes and flowers. Sizes No. 1 and 2. 


MEDIUM size bulbs are from three-fourths of an inch to an inch and one_quarter. 
All bloom splendidly. Sizes No. 3 and No. 4. 


SMALL size bulbs are not guaranteed to bloom, but under favorable conditions 
will bloom and produce a fine large bulb for the following year. Sizes No. 5 and No. 6.
